In response to the Office action dated June 19, 2003, applicants hereby elect Group I, 
with traverse. 

It is applicants' intention to have claim 1 examined in its full scope. The patentability of 
this claim is based on the recitation therein of a new use for ERp-selective ligands. This 
inventive concept should be examined in its full scope. Whereas the Examiner has informed Ms. 
Nicole Kinsey of the undersigned law firm that the compounds of claim 12 have been found to be 
patentable themselves, this application is drawn to the differently worded invention of claim 1 . 
The Examiner has given no reason why it would be burdensome to examine the full scope of 
claim 1, irrespective of the novelty of any particular compounds. It is not clear whether the 
Examiner still needs an election of species in view of her determination that the full scope of 
claim 12 is allowable; however, for the record, applicants hereby elect the species of Example 1.
